Petersburg, March 2. —According 
in a special despatch from Port Arthur, 
twenty Chinese have been arrested there 
for signalling to the .Japanese, ships 
from the shun! with tlas'lUights and 
lanterns. A warning has been issued 
that similar offenders will hereafter bo 
treated as spies and shot. 

Although it is denied that the pres- 
ent plans of the admiralty contemplate 
the despatch of cither the Black Sea or 
Baltic lleeLs to tile Far Bust, both 
are being prepared with the greatest 
haste to meet any emergency that may 
arise. (icncral Altwater, the artillery 
specialist, and Admiral Verkhoskj have' 
been inspecting the ships and ' crews 
of the Black Sea fleet. 

Work on file warships is being push- 
ed night and day. The battleship Boro- 
dino, the battleship Orel and the trans- 
pore Kamtchatlca arc nearing comple- 
tion at the admiralty dock yards here. 

In the dead of night the icebound 
Neva is like an Arctic landscape, light- 
ed for half a mile by the Hare of blazing 
stacks, the silence broken by the din 
of drumming hammers. The battleship 
Borodino must bo taken to Cronstadt to 
receive her armor, and it is reported 
that the icebreaker Ermnk will be 
brought from Reval to cut a channel 
to the arsenal there. (The Dattleehip 
Alexander III at Cronstadt, is ready, 
and the Russian fleet recently at Jibu- 
til, French Somalilaudi, is returning, so 
that when the spring opens IRussin will 
have an imposing array cf naval ships 
in the Baltic. About 800 volunteer 
workmen have loft here to work at the 
dockyards of Port Arthur and Vladi- 
vostock. 

The Novoo Vremya today prints tin 
editorial of the "Anglo-Saxon rejoicing 
in England and America at the reports 
of Japanese victories," in which it says 
"the whole world, with those excep- 
tions, realize that the Russian occupa- 
tion of Manchuria would benefit civili- 
zation." . 

A despatch from Vladivostock, dated 
today, saws that, according to private 
reports there, three Japanese detach- 
ments of SOO men each recently landed 
ul Chiung Chang. Korea, about 130 
miles north of Won San (Gan San), 
with the supposed object of reaching 
tho valley of the Tuinan river and 
threatening llun Chun, Manchuria, nine 
miles north of the Korean boundary 
and near Vladivostock. A fleet of ten 
Japanese warships was recently sighted 
on the horizon off Vladivostock. They 
were believed! to be reserve vessels, 
now powerful enough to blockade \ lfldl- 
vostock or endanger the Russian tirst- 
class cruisers whose base "is that port.

T0KI0, March 3.— It Is reported that one mile and a quarter of the branch 
line of the Trans-Siberian Railway connecting Vladivostock and Harbin has been des- 
troyed at a point outside of Mn-Guma, a town midway between the two terminals. 

The Japanese agents who performed this feat also removed the telegraph wire 
along the line, thus effectively isolating Vladivostock. 



St. Petersburg, March 3.— The !War 
Office lias given out what purports to he 
a summary of an official telegram from 
Viceroy Alexieff which states that Ad- 
miral Stark, commanding the Port Ar- 
thur squadron, reports there was no 'at- 
tack by the Japanese on February 2.st.h 
or 25HU.

St. Petersburg, March 3.— General 
'Dragomiroff, the former governor-gen- 
eral of Kieff, and one of the best post- 
ed of the Russian military experts, has 
Keen summoned to tho capital by the 
Czar to take part in the deliberation re- 
garding the conduct of the war, and in- 
cidentally to aid in the preparations of 
the plan of campaign. 
, This step on the part of the Czar is re- 
garded as highly significant, in view of 
the fact that the general has severely 
criticized Admiral Alexieffs policy and 
has insisted that the sensible policy 
would have been to direct both the army 
and navy to evacuato-Port Arthur and 
not to have permitted the Japanese to 
•shut them up like rates in a trap. Such 
a retreat, bo has maintained, would have 
been a sensible policy and would prevent 
further groat disasters to the Russian 
arms. 

While General DragoniirofTs published 
strictures have been promptly repudiated 
by the government, his statement that 
IPort Arthur should bo abandoned iias 
been critcized in severo terms by Gen- 
eral Kuropatkin and other high army 
chiefs. It is nevertheless a fact that 
there is a general feeling that Admiral 
Alexieff is directly to blame for the dis- 
asters that have 'followed tho beginning 
of hostilities. lie is declared to have 
committed such blunders both of com- 
mission and omission that tho whole 
Port Arthur fleet and possibly the Si- 
berian squadron now penned up in Vlad- 
ivostock harbor must inevitably be lost 
to Russia. 

The feeling throughout Russia is so 
strong that Clio Czar lias felt constrained 
to order Count Von Plohve to repress 
even the patriotic street manifestations. 
It is held that those demonstrations are 
not only very often inappropriate, in TVs 
much as they celebrate only imaginary 
victories, but that they are also likely 
to produce counter manifestations from 
the revolutionists, and especially from 
the students who are members of the 
secret societies that are planning an up- 
rising. 

It is an acknowledged fact that the po- 
lice pay roughs to turn out and shout for 
tho Czar and the government in order 
that they may call the attention of the 
higher officials to tho "patriotism" of the 
people; and this fact has aroused the in- 
dignation of many of the more enlight- 
ened class. Many citizens are not only 
disgusted with such artificial and more 
or less drunken exhibitions, but they aro 
also opposed to the war and some of 
thorn foel so strongly that they havo 
even ventured to protest. 

Tho students of the high schools and 
universities havo protested emphatically 
against the "royal addresses" in regard 
to tho war, drawn .up by tho professors 
who desire to curry favor with tho 
authorities. 

Similar protests Jiavo been made by 
the students in tho St. Petersburg Poly- 
technic schools and the engineering in- 
stitute. The attitude of the pupils of the 
high school for women in St. Potors- 
'inrrg has caused tho authorities to close 
the institution owing to the strength of 
tho untT-war feeling.

It thus escaped the knowledge of the

on will not be likely to cause any con- 
troversy whatever.

Forejgn 
correspondents forward such application 
through their minister or consul accred- 
ited to Japan, and the documents spec- 
lied above may be dispensed with. The 
name of the journal represented must 
appear on the application. Only jour- 
nalists having over one year's actual 
experience, will he granted permits. lAir- 
eign correspondents are permitted to 
take an interpreter or a servant, in case 
of necessity. The correspondent must 
be in foreign dress, with a band ot white 
cloth about two inches wide on his left 
sleeve, with the name of the journal lie 
represents in red letters in Japanese. 
The correspondent shall first submit his 
correspondent to the inspection of the 
officer who may be designated by the 
commander's office, No cypher or sym- 
bols can be used in bbe correspondence. 
Correspondents shall produce their per- 
mits to the military authorities, when- 
ever inspection thereof is demanded. Cor- 
respondents who commit offences pre- 
scribed under the penal code, military 
penal code, military secrets protection 
laws, will be subjected to trial by court- 
martial."

PACIFIC 



Despatches from Ottawa give some 
details of the amendments which the 
[Dominion Parliament will be asked to 
sanction in (he agreement between the 
Federal Government and the Grand 
Trunk iPncific Railway Company at the 
ensuing session. As was stated some 
weeks ago, these amendments will also 
require to be approved by the share- 
holders of tlio Grand Trunk Railway 
Company at their mooting next week 
in London. There are other changes in 
the agreement to he made besides those 
now announced, and it is stated that 
these 'will not be made public until 
that meeting, which wiil be held' on 
Tuesday next. 

Generally speaking, the intent of the 
proposed changes is to assist the Com- 
ipany in carrying out the linaneinl ar- 
rangements in 'London necessary to se- 
cure the largo sum that the construc- 
tion of a transcontinental railway will 
require. The present time is not par- 
ticularly propitious for an appeal to 
tho money market for such a purpose 
and only the prestige and confidence 
■which the (Jrtuid Trunk (Railway Com- 
pany under its present management has 
■gained in London, would make possible 
t!ic success of such an application. It 
may, wo think, bo taken for granted 
that tho promoters of the Grand Trim! 
Pacifia scheme — that is, the exceutivt 
of the Grand Trunk Company— believe 
that, with the amendments to be made 
in the agreement with the Government, 
they can secure the necessary capital to 
carry out tho undertaking. A failure 
to do so would be practically dis- 
astrous to the project, and at the same 
time, affect very injuriously the credit 
and standing of the Grand Trunk Com 
pany itself. 

Among the amendments to the agree- 
ment announced from Ottawa is one 
oxtejiding t'hv ti'.uo for the completion 
of the Hue to 1011, that is, two years 
beyond the period fixed in the original 
agreement, This is doubtless a wise 
precautionary measure on the part of 
the promoters, but it does not neces- 
sarily imply that all that time will be 
required. It is obviously in the inter- 
ests of the Company to pus-h construc- 
tion, when once commenced, as rapidly 
tis possible, so as to secure traffic, and 
it is not improbable that this second 
transcontinental line, like the Canadian 
Pacific Railway, will be completed w«ll 
within the time fixed in the agree- 
ment. 

One of the most important conces- 
sions made by the Government is the 
ossistanco it will grant for the moun- 
tain section — that is, from the eastern 
side of the Rocky Mountains to the 
[Pacific Coast. Under the original agree- 
ment the Government was to guarantee 
'bonds to an amount not exceeding 
$3U,iaa) per mile, if the cost reached 
that figure. Now it is proposed to 
abandon that limitation 'by arranging 
that 70 per cent, of the cost of that 
section ghal) be guaranteed. As it is 
probable that there will be some very 
heavy work on that part of the line 
nearest to the Western) terminal— 
wherever that 'may be— this change may 
be of great financial assistance to the 
Company. 

Among other changes is one author- 
izing the Government to extend the lease 
of the Eastern section— that from Monc- 
ton t<> Winnipeg— to one hundred years 
instead of fifty, with a provision that, 
should the Government take oyer the 
operation of that section before that 
time linn expired, the Company is to 
have running powers over it. As to the 
deposit of $5,000,000 which the Com- 
pany is t<> put up with the Government, 
it is now agreed that if the Western 
section i.-. completed before the Eastern 
section is finished l>y the Government, 
the deposit shall bo returned to the 
Company. An important change it^ also 
made in tho original condition that the 
Grand Trunk Company was to hold 
the $'25,000,000 Ordinary Stock in the 
Grand Trunk Pacific Company. This 
was done in order to secure an identity 
of interests between the two compan- 
ies. Now the Grand Trunk Company 
may sell or dispose of a portion of this 
stock, provided it is hold by parties 
interested in anil identified with that 
Company. This will make available a 
imass of securities for the financial re- 
quirements of the new scheme. 

On the whole we do not see that 
there should bo any adverse criticism 
of the proposed amendments to the 
agreement, so far as they hem been 
announced. We should have liked, 
however, to have soon some considera- 
tion required from the Company in re- 
turn for these concessions, in the form 
of an undertaking by the Company 
that work on the Western section 
should be commenced on the Coast, sim- 
ultanemisly with that on the Eastern 
end of tho lino. The representatives 
of British Columbia in the Dominion 
Parliament should endeavor to .have 
this agreed to when the matter comes 
up at the ensuing session. 



be done rto encourage such enterprises. 
'We quite ugree with hJra that the pros- 
lK>riry of the mining industry means 
<vcry much to overy other interest ami 
industry in British Columbia. We can 
'assure Slim that the Provincial Gov- 
ernment is keenly nlivo to that fact 
and that aiothing will be lacking on its 
part to give practical effect to that 
view. But that does not imply that 
every suggestion that is made for radi- 
cal changes in tho mining laws or in tho 
methods of the administration of them, 
must be adopted. It would be very 
easy to point out numerous instances 
where suggestions for changes in one 
direction would, had they been hastily 
adopted, ihave worked considerable evil 
in another. But the actual situation 
in fhe mining industry today in British 
Columbia refutes Mr. Gait's main con- 
tention — that tho mining industry is 
suffering from unwise legislation or in- 
difference manifested by the Govern- 
ment. >We find -some of the most im- 
portant companies issuing most satisfac- 
tory reports to their shareholders. Bet- 
ter business methods; cheaper methods 
of treatment and lower railway freights 
are factors of far more importance than 
anything else. Excessive capitalization 
of some of the mining properties in 
Kootenny has had not a little to do with 
the discredit and disappointment that 
have attended some mining interests, 
and Mr. Gait can recall some of these 
incidents without it being necessary for 
us to mention them. 

The question of the two per cent, 
mineral tux is one that has to be dealt 
with, and the Conservative party is 
pledged to that. But no one knows bet- 1 
tor than .Mr. Gait that among minin 
men there is a great difference of opin- 
ion as to what system should be substi- 
tuted for the one now in force. Mr. 
(•alt does not like the term we used of 
"a cautious and conservative policy" in 
dealing experimentally with a matter 
oil which those most closely connected 
with tho mining industry hold a diver- 
sity of views. Tint the Government 
has to look at the matter from the point 
of view of tho revenue of the Prov- 
ince as well as from that of the mining 
industry, which ulone occupies Mr. 
Gait's thoughts, and the result of its 
deliberations will, we doubt not, be 
such a proposal to the Legislature as 
will both moot the sanction of that 
body and' the approval of the mine own- 
ers. Meanwhile we would suggest that j 
the latter continue their efforts, which 
have so far been very successful, for 
improving mining methods with a view 
to greater economy in every direction.

LIBEL SUITS. 

Wo must congratulate our contemp- 
orary, "Tho Times," on its successful 
defence of tlio libel action brought 
against it, and in ■which it secured yes- 
terday in the Supreme Onirt a judgment 
with costs. Tlie cause of the action 
brought against it were some comments 
made by it cautioning the public against 
certain parties who were soliciting sup- 
port and subscriptions for alleged 
charitable purposes. 'The facts, as 
brought out, in our opinion, fully justi- 
fied "The Times' " comments. They 
1VV >r< ? made jn the public interest; were 
entirely without nialieo vF prejudice 
and merited commendation. 

It is to be hoped that this decision 
and some recent cases in Eastern Can- 
ada, in which newspapers successfully 
defended themselves against libel suits 
of a somewhat similar character to that 
brought against "The Times," will have 
a beneficial result in protecting news- 
papers from actions brought against 
them for statements made solely in the 
public interest, and in the course of 
that duty that devolves on all journals 
which recognize the responsibility rent- 
ing on them as the. mouthpieces of pub- 
lie opinion and the guardians of public 
morality.

and supplies. General Joseph Wheeler, 
distinguished Confederate officer, thinks 
the Russians will win if they can regain 
control nf the sea, but with the Japanese 
fleet moving from point to point, bom- 
barding and ruining Russian ships and 
naval ports, be regards the liusslan situa- 
tion as perilous. From Harbin reinforce- 
ments may be rapidly massed In either di- 
rection, and a Japanese advance to either 
Hie north or south promptly met. On the 
other hand, tho very unlikely event of the 
taking of Harbin would completely cripple 
tho Russian communications. It Is nature 1 
then, that the Viceroy commanding should 
select this city for Ids headquarters in spite 
of its remoteness from the probable points 
of contact between the armies. There Is 
not the slightest evidence that as much as 
a battalion has been withdrawn from Port 
Arthur or New Chwang. It may be nssuin- 
ed, on the contrary, that the Japanese will 
meet tho stoutest opposition at tills vital 
point. They may even he exposed, ns un- 
confirmed rumors suggest, to an nttack from

"Times" Wins 

The Libel Suit 



Hon. (Mr. Justice Irving Gives 
Judgment With Costs 
Yesterday. 



Supreme Court Trial, Wiles vs. 
"Times" Only Cas^This 
Sitting. 



Yesterday in the Supreme court the 
notion for libel brought by Mrs. Wiles 
against the Times Publishing Company, 
of th is city, was argued before the Hon, 
31r. Justice Irving. His lordship pro- 
ceeded iinmed'intely after the evidenct 
was all in to sum up, and gave judg- 
ment, with costs, in ifuvoi' of the de- 
fendants. 

The alleged libel was based on two 
paragraphs which appeared in the Times 
last summer, one on the doings of two 
women from the Sound who, it was 
claimed, victimized several eharitablj 
disposed persons, giving out they were 
collecting for a loeal charity, whereas 
it subsequently appeared they were pre- 
sumably collecting for a foundling hos- 
pital at Seattle. "The other article ivaa 
drawing the attention of the general 
-public to the fact and the method 
adopted in selling tickets for .Mrs. 
Wiles' concert. The plaintiff claimed 
that die two paragraphs were aimed 
at her, and further claimed the innuendo 
in the "siren voices" paragraph had 
injured her in her business. In all these 
Jus lordship found for the defendant. 

Messrs. K. H. Gregory and J. II. Lawi 
son, juu, appeared for the defendants 
and W. J. Taylor, K. C, and A. F. 
iWelby-Solomon appeared for the plain- 
tiff. 

'.Mrs. Maria Grant was the first wit- 
mess examined, and testified that she 
was treasurer of the Willard W. 0. 
T. U., and in connection with the presi- 
dent, made an agreement with ihe 
plaintiff by which the union were to re- 
ceive .^iO.OO in cash before the perfor- 
mance, 50 or 70 tickets to sell ami all 
monies taken at the door. 

Mrs. Mary Kiddle was the next wit- 
ness, flnd testified that she was presi- 
dent of the Johnson street mission, and 
corroborated Mrs. Grant's statements 
as to the arrangements with plaintiff. 
'Witness did not sell any tickets; she 
had them, but refrained from trying to 
sell them on account of the newspaper 
accounts. 

Mr. djawson called Detective George 
M. Perdue, who was shown the article 
entitled "Siren Vioces," and asked if lie 
knew anything concerning the article. 
In reply witness said he gave the in- 
formation to Mr. Nicholas out of which 
the article was written, and it had no 
bearing whatever on the plaintiff in 
this action. Witness could not remem- 
:hv;'. whether the plaintiff's proposed eon- 
cert cattle; <dy during the conversation 
with Mr, Nicholas. 

Mr. Gregory Called iMrs. Jennie F. 
MeGulloch, president of the ladies' com- 
mittee of the Protestant Orphans' 
IHome. She remembered a proposition 
being made by Mr. Greenleaf in No- 
vember, 1900, to give an entertainment 
in aid of the funds of the orphanage. 
An agreement was arrived at with Mr. 
(irecnleaf somewhat similar to Mrs. 
Grant's agreement with the plaintiff in 
this suit. 

iMr. Gregory then called Charles 
Haywnrd, president of the Protestant 
Orphans' Home. Witness remembered a 
proposed concert to be given by Mr. 
Greenleaf which was never given. It 
was got up on the following basis: Mr. 
Greenleaf was to pay the home :?T>0.00 
in any , vent, and also one-third of the 
proceeds. Two ladies came here to can- 
vass and several complaints were re- 
ceived. Witness was then mayor and 
interviewed these ladies on account of 
these complaints. They were lodged in 
jail at the time and promised to return 
the money and they were released and 
allowed to leave the country. 

Witness bought a ticket for the plain- 
tiffs concert last year for $1.00, ami 
so did Mayor MeOaudless, for which 
he paid only fifty cents. Witness did 
not know whether there were to be 
any reserved seats. 

Mr. Gregory then called Alderman 
Alexander Stewart, who testified that 
he renieoubered the Protestant Orphans' 
Home proposed concert in Hmmi. Two 
ladies came into his office to sell him 
tickets, and event tlally he was induced 
to_ take three tickets at Jfl.tKJ each. 
'Witness felt very suspicions hat was 
assured by the two Indies in question 
that everything was all right. Witness 
did nut go t<> 'the concert as it never 
came off, to his knowledge. 

.Mr. Utwson Called .Mr. .lames [••ore- 
man. Witness had a conversation with 
the two ladies respecting plaintiff's con- 
cert last summer. They wanted him to 
give a subscription towards an enter- 
tainment in aid of the W. C. T. U. 
They were strangers to him. Witness 
objected as they were unknown to him. 
and told them of the previous Protestant 
Orphans' Home proposed concert, in 
1900. Witness was not satisfied and 
refused to buy tickets, which were quot- 
ed to him at '$1.00. Witness saw these 
holies again several days afterwards. 



They were then discussing the matter 
with ex-Mayor McCandless at his store 
on Broad street. 

'Mr. Gregory then called) Mr. Robert 
iWUliam Clarke, president of .tile .1'. 
LM. 0. A. Witness knew of the plain- 
tiffs concert. The hall was hired by 
two ladies who represented that the 
concert was in aid of the funds of the 
W. C. T. D. They wanted the hall 
free, and witness told them the direc- 
tors would have to be consulted. Subse- 
quently when witness discovered that 
l lie W. C. T. U. were not to get t he 
wnole proceeds, nothing more was said 
about letting them have the hall free. 
..Mr. Greenleaf was mentioned. 

John Nelson, manager of the Times, 
was called). Witness wrote the first 
part of the article on page 8 of the 
paper. The paper had received com- 
plaints that the concert was on similar 
lines to the proposed concert in 1000 
in aid of the Protestant Orphans' 
Home. The day the paragraph appear- 
ed witness held a conversation with

FINANCE 4ND COMMERCE. 



New York, March 2.— Stock market con- 
tinued nut and lifeless. The change in 
prices la not sufficient to offer any margin 
of profit over the expense of commissions, 
and the consequence is tho entire absten- 
tatiou of any outsiders. One of the Imme- 
diate Influences upon today's market waa 
tlie unsolved doubts over the outcome of 
the Paris settlement, which la still In prog- 
ress. While no trouble has yet developed 
the apprehension on the subject Is not 
likely to he allayed until the conclusion of 
the payments on the account, which are 
due tomorrow. Heavy declines In Janu- 
ary net earnings continue to come to hand, 
the Pennsylvania line and Lehigh Valley: 
being today's conspicuous additions to the 
list. Southern Railway made a better 
showing, hut the stocks got no benefit. The 
lack of pressure upon railroad stocks on 
this account argues some confidence- 
amongst security holders that the unfavor- 
able condition 

clearing up of weather conditions will be 
necessary to confirm this hope. The money 
market future is another uncertain problem. 
Cnll money Is dull and reserves continue to 
pile up In New York banks in spite of some 
reported demand upon Chicago banks from 
the Interior and n resulting fall In -New 
York exchange at Chicago. 

New York Central's one year borrowing 
of 55,000,000 at the equivalent of live per 
cent confirms the Indication of previous 
railroad loans that a relatively high rate is 
demanded fur those corporation loans and 
giving an appearance of the extreme ease 
in the current money market.

March 1st, 1901. 

The weather during the past week has 
fur the most pari been cold and unsettled, 
the barometer at Barkervllle falling to 10 
below zero. The precipitation lias been 
very heavy on the Lower Mainland and 
Vancouver Island, and snow squalls have 
been frequent during the last three days. 
On Thursday an ocean storm area com- 
menced moving down the coast causing a 
southerly to easterly gale from Cape Flat- 
ten? to California. On the succeeding day 
this had developed Into one of the most 
• xtenslve low barometer areas of the sen 
son, and a storm of marked Intensity he- 
came centered over Vancouver Island. 
Storm signals were dlsplnyed along the 
straits and coast. This disturbance caused 
general rainfall southward to California, 
accompanied by southerly gales on the 
American coust. The storm rapidly trav- 
ersed the province Into the Northwest, and 
was followed by a fresh ocean disturbance 
on the 20th, which caused a stormy day 
throughout the North Pacific States. At 
Portland, Ore., a thunderstorm occurred, 
accompanied by heavy hall and n wind 
squall which demolished several buildings 
in the suburbs of that city. At the mouth 
of the Columbia river a wind velocity was 
reported of GO miles.

DEFINING THE 

BOUNDARV LINE 



11. 8. Government to Locate 
Camp in Former Disputed 
Alaskan Territory. 



(.'apt. W. I'. Richardson, constructing 
officer iu charge of the Haines military 
post, returned ifroin a trip to Pleasant 
camp, on blie Dalton trail, on February 
17th, says the Skagway correspondent 
of tin' Seattle P.-I. Caj)t. Richardson 
lias been ordered Iby tlie war department 
in locate the latitude ami longitude of 
Pleasant camp astronomically. He made 
•li.' trip with a party of engineers and 
Indians ami found no difficulty in the 
undertaking, as the weather was pleas- 
ant and the trail good. The boundary 
line was located in a rather novel man- 
ner, to which it was uecessa.y to resort 
under the circumstances. 

The London award designated ttio 
boundary in angles running to and from 
various peaks and Pleasant camp is con- 
ceived to be on the boundary line. As 
there is no salient topograjphical feature 
to mark the position of Pleasant camp, 
and as the buildings and other evidences 
<>f habitation and settlement might hum 
or Jbecome destroyed before the boun- 
dary is permanently marked by the gov- 
ernment survey, the necessity of tints 
early establishing the position of Pleas- 
ant camp was recognized by the depart- 
ment. The astronomical data taken will 
servo to prevent any dispute in the 
event physical land marks aro destroyed. 

Pleasant camp was the police station 
during the modus vivendi era when the 
larger portion of the Porcupine district 
isrne occupied by the Canadians. Pre- 
viously the country was under the juris- 
diction of the United States. The scat 
of government when the Canadians took 
•possession of the country was estab- 
lished at Wells, on the Ohilkat river. 
The offices of the dominion customs of- 
tieials, the provincial magistrate and the 
recording office of the Chilkat mining 
division of the Atlin district of British 
Columbia were maintained there. 

After the London award Oapt. Rant, 
the magistrate and recorder, and Dr. 
oVrns<>r, of the mounted police, and their 
assistants left the country and now all 
the ofllccrs on the trail are Constable 
McKiunon, a provincial constable, who 
lias charge of the local mining records, 
and Constable McDonald, of the North- 
west mounted police, who has been de- 
tailed in tlhe interest of the Dominion 
customs. Both are at Pleasant camp 
Wells is entirely ab andoned.

same rates to iCalgary, on tho main

.Vest line, as obtained to these points 
iby Winnipeg shippers, has accomplish- 
ed a great deal of good 1 work during 
the year, and it is satisfactory to not 
that while so far its efforts have not al- 
together been rewarded with success, 
some concession has been made by the 
railway company, which places the Van- 
couver merchanta in a somewhat more 
favorable position in reaching for tho 
trade in that section than formerly."

Homeseekers' Excursions. — Horn check- 
ers' excursion rates from ail points in 
'Eastern Canada and -the United States 
went into effect yesterday on all the 
transcontinental railroads, and they will 
bo maintained till April 30th, The basic 
rale is $25 from St. Paul to Victoria, Se- 
attle and Portland and upon that are fig- 
ured the rates from nil points' East. For 
instance, the rate from Toronto to Vic- 
toria is $42.25; from Montreal, $48.90; 
and from Halifax, $58.60. The rates 
quoted are all for one way, second-class 
transportation. Stopover privileges aro 
allowed on tliees tickets. No round trip 
tickets are sold. C. P. R. passenger 
agents expect a large influx of people 
to all sections of the Canadian North- 
west and American roads are making 
provision to liandle thousands of people 
from the East to points iu Montana, 
Idaho, Washington and Oregon.

According to the Seattle Post-lntelli- 
geucer of yesterday one of the most 
important transfers in Pacific Coast 
shipping history has just been complet- 
ed. It would appear that the Northern 
(Pacific Railway Company has succeed- 
ed in disposing on advantageous terms 
of their trans-Paeilie tleet. It is under- 
stood that the company is putting on 
a fleet of splendid new vessels at an 
early date. The Post-Intelligencer sayx: 

John Rosene has purchased for the 
Northeastern Siberian Company and 
the Northwestern Commercial Company 
tho licet of the Northeu Pacific Steam- 
ship Company, consisting of the steam- 
ships Victoria, Olympia and Taconiu. 
Announcement of the consummation of 
tho deal, which has been pending for 
the past several weeks, came yesterday 
morning from Sun Francisco. The pur- 
chase of these vessels practically puts 
an Oriental steamship line out of busi- 
ness and adds three vessels to the 
Nome and Northeastern Siberian fleet 
operated from Seattle. 

The. Northeastern Siberian Company 
.holds a concession for the exploration 
and development of a vast area of 
.Siberia bordering on the Arctic and 
Behring Sea, while the North western 
Commercial Company is heavily Inter- 
ested in Nome transportation, trade and 
mining. The latter corporation also 
owns a emit rolling interest in the North- 
eastern Siberian Company. Rosene is 
managing director for America of the 
Siberian corporation, and president of 
the Northwestern Commercial CAu- 
pany. 

Tlie vessels purchased will probably 
he operated by the Northwestern Coni- 
-men-inl Company,, though they were se- 
cured as much for the Siberian as the 
Nome trade. Last year the Northwest- 
ern Commercial Company's vessels car- 
ried more freight to Nome than those 
ot any other company. It operated 
five vessels between this port, Nome 
and Siberia. Over -Jd.dlMl tuns of ma- 
terial and supplies were transported to 
the mouth of Solomon river tor the rail- 
road being constructed from that point 
to Council City. The company's total 
shipments to Nome and Siberia during 
tho season exceeded 30,000 tons. 

The vessels purchased aggregate ( 151 
gross tonnage. They are cargo freight 
carriers and have passenger accommoda- 
tions in proportion. All three have long 
plied between Tncomn, the American 
terminus of the Northern Pacific Steam- 
ship Company, and the Orient. They 
are British bottoms, having been built 
at Glasgow, Scotland; the Victoria and 
Tacoma in 1870 and the Olympia in 
1SS3. 

The Victoria is ofiO.5 feet long 40.4 
feet beam and H4.3 depth of hold; the 
Tacoma'a length is .".'27.-1 feet, beam ,>i)..5 
feet and depth 39.3 feet; the Olympia is 
•',T> feet long with :S,N.'_ > feet beam and 
27 " depth All are iron vessels. Lloyd 
gives eneh an Al rating. The purchase 
iprlce has not been given out, but pro- 
bably exceeds $000,000 for the three. 

■Mr Rosene is now in -New Yolk, 
where the final terms of the sale were 
arranged. Since his return from fet. 
Petersburg, where he went early in the 
winter to attend the annual meeting 
of the 'Northeastern Siberian Company 
stockholders, he has .been trying to buy 
vessels on the Atlantic for the two com- 
panies He was unable to secure anv- 
Xlg on that side suitable ICor the 
Nome and Siberian trade. 

Kven with this increase to the fleet 
there is a prospect for a scarcity ot 
Nome tonnage for the coming season. 
The vessels now available will not he 
able to handle tho passenger and freight
